SPORT AND STUDY. 

i ___ 

The majority of men, owe their success in the callings they have 
selected to opportunities of advancement, which, seized and 
made the most of, have led to wealth and fame. Now to the men 
whose names are known, if only by their reputation as oricketere, 
oarsmen, or athletes, such favorable opportunities are oftener pre¬ 
sented, than they are to others not in any special manner distinguish¬ 
able from the mass of their countrymen.. Men of position whose 
early struggles are over, who have reached the goal of their ambition, 


and have henceforth only to reap the reward of their labor, have 
usually the power, and generally the inclination, to lend a helping 
hand to the young beginner, and put him in the way of getting the 
fair start in life upon which bis ultimate success so much depends; 
and even those whose boyhood and youth have been' devoted to 
pleasurable pursuits, rather than to the acquisition of intellectual 
knowledge, are commonly, when they have come to the years of dis¬ 
cretion, fully alive to the necessity of taking advantage of the 
opportunities of advancement that may be presented to then. The 
renowned athlete, even if his educationbe neglected, is seldom want¬ 
ing in common sense and shrewdness, and when fairly put to the 
test, and given facilities for exerting what faculties he has in the vo¬ 
cation he has chosen, is apt enough to make the most of them. What 
he Jacks is maiuly mental culture, uot necessarily capacity for work ; 
and given the opportunity — which, as we have endeavored to show, 
comes to him oftener than it does to his iudustrious or better-edu¬ 
cated but less conspicuous contemporary — this want of mere culture 
though a defect, which will deprive him of much pleasure and profit 
in an intellectual sense, is not calculated very seriously to impede his 
success in the ordinary agalrs of life. 

The well-known type of hero, the muscular Christian—beloved 
erewhlle of novel-writere, but for a time, if we may use the expres¬ 
sion, “ played out”—represented in an exaggerated form the popular 
view of this very question. The muscular Christian was notmerely a 
good cricketer, oarsman, angler, or athlete, or all four, as the case 
might be but he was also a rising barrister on the high road to the 
bench ; a clergyman doted on by hi- flock, and certain of a bishopric; 
a medical man with a baronetcy in prospective; or a merchant who, 
in the fullness of time, would die worth millions and be the founder 
of a line of titled successors. It is a common belief that the novelist 
of thiB school who Instituted the purely muscular hero set the fashion, 
or rather the rage, for athletic pursuits. We are disposed to think 
that the popular taste was veering round in that direction before 
gentlemen of the Guy Livingstone order roused the envious admira¬ 
tion of the young athlete. A reaction against the neglect, or rather 
disuse, of heathful sports in our schools and .colleges, commenced 
about the time when tho study of science and modern languages be¬ 
gan to encroach upon realms over which classics and mathematics 
had for so many generations held undisputed sway. Novelists, see¬ 
ing that the day of the intellectual hero was passed, adroitly took 
advantage of the change In the popular taste, and created the mus¬ 
cular hero iu his stead. It is, however, to be doubted whether they 
did not do more barm than good to the movement by which they 
profited, and which they are supposed to have promoted, for they 
exaggerated the benefits of mere physical traiuing and personal 
prowess so ludicrously as ultimately so disgust their readers, and 
render the school they sought to set up, ridiculous In the eyes of all 
sensible folks. Still, that it ever existed, must, we think, be taken as 
an indication of the yearly growth of that taste for manly sports 
which is so much to be desired.

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THE IRISH RIFLES. 

"Take awsy his gun!” exclaimed Mr. Pickwick, when the un¬ 
happy marksman, Mr. Winkle, shot at the rooka’and hit the game- 
keeper ; but no one sympathized with this alarm last Saturday at 
Creedmoor, nor could have repeated the ancient sarcasm of Diogenes, 
about the safest place to escape the arrows of the archers In front 
of the target. The shooting was superb, and the good feeling of the 
international rivals perfect. The closeness of the contest was re¬ 
markable. The Irish team was victorious at the ranges of nine hun¬ 
dred and one thousand yards, but they were defeated by the'majority 
of nine poiuts, which the Americans msde at the range of eight 
hundred. But that the latter should win by only three poiuts in a 
total of eighteen hundred and sixty-five, is an astonishing proof of 
equal skill. The closeness of the contest makes the victory all the 
more glorious for the Americans, but from another point of view it 
makes even defeat an actual triumph for our distinguished guests. 
The losers have lost no laurels, while the victors must wear their 
crowDB with becoming modesty. No finer contest than that of 
Creedmoor is recorded in the annals of rifle-shooting.

ANGLING. 


Financially, the trip of our baseballers toEurope did not prove 
successful, much to the surprise of our national gamesters and those 
who pin their faith on the triumph of everything American. What 
they did succeed in, however, was in making clear to the cricketers 
of England that, in fielding, the Americans are far ahead of them 
and this the press and players alike admitted, so that the American 
eagle has some cause for clapping its wings and exulting in the 
superiority of our representatives. It might be well to remark that, 
when British cricketers visit us for the purpose of showing their 
proficiency in handling the bat and the ball, they do so with the un¬ 
derstanding that they shall be paid a stipulated sum, in gold, for 
every game they play here. The Athletic and Boston clubs had no 
such guarantee as this, but assumed every risk themselves, and are 
each out by the visit several hundred dollars. But then the glory 
acquired in beating John Bull at his own game overbalances the 
money deficiency. < 


With October we have the return of the season of state and 
county faira. There wasaprevailingapprehensionthatthedrought 
would seriously effect these popular and useful agricultural festivals 
this year; but the late general and generous equinoctial rains, in 
replenishing exhausted wells, springs and streams, in giving new 
life to the lately blighted pasture fields and in settling the dust on 
the highways and fair grounds, have dissipated all fears of failures 
in either state or county f->irs. 


“ We shall never have a vigorous art of any kind in America until 
we have a vigorous criticism.”

To the Editor of The Field:- Who are they that do not love 
angling? If you find any they are not undeserving of the poet’s 
definition of those who are not fond of music. Our waters afford am¬ 
ple enjoyment for both old and young. I was always fond of fish¬ 
ing,—now more politely called angling. Many happy and exciting 
days have I spent with the rod and line upon some of our beautiful 
lakes and sparkling streams, and now, when the ivory commences 
to decay, vision darkens, and the head is silvered o’er, I look back 
upon some of my angling excursions with enjoyment and pleasure. 
One of the principal requirements to make a successful angler is pa¬ 
tience. He that does not have patience,—patience to endure a whole 
day’s flshlDg without a single nibble—patience to endure wet and 
cold feet—patience to endure hunger and thirst—patience to endure 
the interviewing of myriads of mosquitos,—in fact, patience to en¬ 
dure all and anything,—will never make a good angler. I was 
taught patience by a kind and indulgent mother, who furnished me 
with a tow string and pin hook attached thereto, and made me fish 
all day long in a wagon-wheel track filled with muddy water, for 
speckled trout, and the hook not even baited. A genuine angler 
never becomes discouraged if unsuccessful,and can always give you 
a plausible excuse for no luck;—the stream is rather too low or too 
high, too muddy or two clear, the day two bright, or too much thun¬ 
der and lightning; or something wrong with bis bait; then again, 
it being the season of lent, the finny tribe endure fasting. DuncaD, 
like myself, was fond of angling. He was my companion in child¬ 
hood, and studied Isaac Walton more than Blackstone (the law being 
chosen as his profession),but, some way or other, was always get¬ 
ting into trouble. 

I cannot help but smile, aud at the same time tremble, when I 
think of the result that might have happened to my friend and com¬ 
panion on one of our many excursions. The day being propitious, 
angling for pike was agreed upn. Billy was duly hitched to the 
wagon and off we went, for the fishing grounds. It is hard to say 
how many bites we gut, or how many we didn’t, but suffice it to say 
our catch was two fine pike and half a dozen large-sized bass. We 
were happy and satisfied, and started for home. I being the driver, 
Duncan took charge of the rods and lines, the hooks being attached 
to the reels, placing them between his legs in a perpendicular posi¬ 
tion. Billy took us over the road with his usual good speed. He 
was rapidly annihilating time, when suddenly the reel began to 
whiz and whir, and Duncan, with agonizing screams, cried out, 

‘ For God s sake stop the horse I—stop the horse!” Knowing about 
the position of the books, I was not long in slacking his speed; and 
none too soon, us the reel had about given out all its line, but just 
in time to save my friend an irreparable loss—to himself aud poster¬ 
ity. The poet hung his harp on a willow tree: my friend came near 
hanging his on a chesnut bough that overhung the road. His 
wounds are healed, but never since can you induce him to carry a 
rod in any other than a horizontal position, and with an exact 
knowledge of the locality of the hook. Even now, though years 
have passed since the event, whenever he hears the whiz and whir 
of a reel he will involuntarily cry out “ Stop the horse I” Rod. 
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THE DANGERS OF CROQUET. 


The fair women and brave men of Gotham are up in arms, meta¬ 
phorically speaking, because the powers that have charge of Central 
Park have provided croquet grounds for the ladles, but prohibited 
perBOUB of the male sex, all and sundry, from playing with them at 
that enticing game. The absurdity or the thing is sufficiently evi¬ 
dent. What 1 b croquet if gentlemen and ladles nre not permitted to 
enjoy it In company ? It Is very much like the famous pippinH of the 
Dead Sea—fair enough to look upon, but dust and ashes to the taste. 
Why, in the name of all that Is lovely and sensible, is this invidious 
prohibition made? Mr. Columbus Ryan, superintendent of the park, 
appears like his namesake of old in the role of a discoverer. He has 
discovered that it leads to rude and improper behavior, snd regard for 
for the 11 deportment” of the young men and maidens of the primi¬ 
tive and unsophlstooated village of New York forbids that they 
should play croquet together. 

Croquet is not in ana of itself an exciting game. The intellect finds 
little to excite a pleasurabls activity in the process of knocking col¬ 
ored balls through triumphal arches of iron wire to the goal of a 
striped stick; the morals will seek in vain for edification in petty 
disputes about fairness, and sly little cheats where the grass is long¬ 
est; the muscle does not expand to any remarkable vigor uuder the 
efforts required for a croquet, a roquet, or a hit at long range. No: 
this insipid little exercise is nothing If not social. Its great merit.is 
that it holds a company pleasantly together on the green sward and 
under the open sky, and excites just enough pleasantry and liveliness 
to make the time pass most agreeably. Especially may it be said, 
when croquet is on the carpet of the front yard or the geueral play¬ 
ground, that 

“Time bourn foryoutba muflleil bell. 

And bides hie face in flowers.” 

But whoever heard of people of one sex having out-door amuse¬ 
ments exclusively their own that did not degenerate into tediousness 
or insipidity? If Central Park is large enough to afford croquet 
grounds, why spoil them by restricting the sport to the ladies only? 
Ah, the propriety and deportment of the young people must be 
looked after, and the authorities of New York are exceedingly solic¬ 
itous on that point. There are people in this world, more’s the 
pity, who will not behave themselves Hke deceut beings, and incivil¬ 
ities and rudenesses are every-day affairs iu societv and out of soci¬ 
ety, and, therefore, if young ladies go to Central Park to play croquet 
they must not take their brothers, their fathers, their masculine 
cousins, or any of the gentlemen vhose society they enjoy elsewhere. 
Columbus Ryau or his gray-coated minions might be offended by the 
rudeness of their behavior. Men and women who join each other 
freely iu other amusements, public and private, cannot be trusted to 
play croquet together In a public park. Wbat is the insidious peril 
of this 11 Dangerous Game?” Do ladies lose the grace and propriety 
of their character when they set their dainty feet on the croquet 
ground ? Do gentlemen cease to be gentlemen when they take a 
mallet in hand? Is there dauger that strangers who have notaproper 
respect for themselveB or each other will join publicly in a game with¬ 
out feeling the restraints that prevail everywhere else ? Will the 
vulgar and the coarse intrude upon the refined aud the delicate on a 
bit of lawn in a public park more than elsewhere, aud so occasion 
violations of decorum which would cause anxiety to the hearts of the 
Commissioners? 

We do not understand how these things can be, nor do we believe 
there is any temptation, any snake in the grass, so to speak, which 
should cause croquet to lead to improper behavior more than strolling 
in the rambles or nibbling ice cream in the casino. Is not croquet 
played with impunity on the grounds of our watering-place hotels, 
where a promiscuous company doth congregate from all quarters of 
the laud? Do not families still hold together there and friends know 
each other, and strangers wait for an introduction, before makingone 
of a party? Is not the chat and the laughter wholesome as well as 
enlivening, and the gentle exercise productive of rosy cheeks? Are 
the little flirtations in the presence of a dozen acquaintances more 
dangerous than those in a quiet corner of the piazza, or behind the 
voluminous drapery of a parlor window? In short, is there anything 
in croquet, there or elsewhere, demoralizing to the manners or tbe 
character of men and women? If the proprietors of a summer re¬ 
sort were to run a high fence through their grounds, dividing them 
like the modern play yard of a modern city school-house, and allow 
the ladies to play croquet only by themselves on one side, and the 
gentlemen by themselves on the other side, would not the said pro¬ 
prietors be compared to certain meek and useful animals with alarge 
commodity of ears? Wouldn’t tbe gentlemen leave tbe senseless 
mallets ballB and wickets to rot and rust, and become devoted more 
completely to billiards and cocktails? and would not the ladles yawn 
over their novels, and Indulge in petty gossip rather than languish 
through the dull round of a spiritless game? Of course, they would. 
Tbe action of the Park Commissioners and their superintendent is 
ridiculous, however you look at it, and no wonder that the jeunesee 
dore of New York are disgusted with them, and are writing letters 
to the Herald about them. It is even hinted that'the general man¬ 
agement of Central Park has more regard for show than enjoyment. 
People are kept off the grass almost everywhere, and become weary 
of everlasting gravel and asphalt, and are allowed tobringno homely 


refreshments of their own, to be partaken in a cosey retreat under 
the trees; while Prospect Park in Brooklyn, is daily overrun with 
pleasure parties, who roam freely in its shaded valleys, play at cro¬ 
quet or what they will, aud lunch wl'h zest from their own baskets. 
The conte-t is waxing warm, and we fancy the Commissioners will 
have to ackuowledge that the Central Park is not a grand show for 
strangers aud for arristocratio nabobs to be driven about in, but a 
graud pleasure ground for the enjoyment of the people.— Boston 
Globe. 


WILD GAME IN FAIR MOUNT PARK. 


Mb. Editor.—I have, fortunately, or unfortunately, done sollttle in 
the way of sporting this season that I have had nothiug to write to 
you about without drawing ou my memory for recollections of past 
exploits. 

An expedition which I undertook yesterday has, however, shown 
me what practical results may soou follow the proper conduct of the 
Zoological Society, aided by a thoughtfully constructed game-law, the 
executiou of which is left to such extremely scientific and earnest 
workers as our party of yesterday and the accompanying park guard; 
and a short account of it may interest you. 

Before the establishment of the Zoological Gardens in the Park, 
one never evpected to see any beast or bird wilder than a rabbit or 
fiercer thau a chicken, so close to a city as large as Philadelphia is; 
but what did we see yesterday? While walking with a friend near 
the head of a raviue a little above the Memorial Building, I saw be¬ 
fore me a man with a stick in his hand, walking hurriedly aloug, and 
preceded by a moving something which looked like tbe little black 
dog of “Nick of the Woods,” but like nothing belonging to the Park. 
The man suddenly threw his stick at the —? and vanished. (I say 
—? because we did not know twoseconds afterwards what the—?wus.) 
At the time tbe stick was thrown we only knew it was an —? The 
man kuew, though. Aud here fee the good done by the society in 
disseminating a knowledge of the nature and habits of even the 
strangest beasts among the public. He had been to the gardens and 
had learned that it is always better when you see a porcupine to take 
a stick to it than to let it give you a stick. The —? turned out to be 
a porcupiue escaped from the gardens, and the question wus how to 
et it back. A gentleman, who had apparently not beeu to the gar- 
ens for instruction, driving by in a carriage, said he didn’t believe it 
would bite, and suggested'tbat we should pick it up and put it in the 
buggy. We did not accept this offer, but agreed to play on the grass 
with tbe p. while he drove after a park gourd. The guard soon ap¬ 
peared aud at once produced a stout leather thong from his pocket, 
with which he approached the porcupine. When asked whathe was 
about to do with tbe string, he said, very innocently, ‘‘Why, can’t I 
tie it around him, and lead him back,” and was very much surprised 
to find that the really good-natured aud apparently harmless animal 
was covered, not as he supposed, with soft fur, but with quills. 

We solved the difficulty veiy quickly, however, by taking a blanket 
kindly loaned by tbe gentleman in tbe carriage, wrapping the porcu¬ 
piue up in it, and tying theends with tbe thong. This improvised cage 
we put on the floor of the carriage aud the wanderer was soon carried 
swiftly out of sight. What became of it after that I do not know us 
yet. for when we, on foot, reached the gardens, darkness had come on 
ana no one was about. 

Upon what might have happened, I have thought with emotions 
I cannot express. The occupants of that carriage knew nothing 
about porcupines; how did they get tiiat one out ? It is not nice to 
pick.up in unprotected hands a bundle full of porcupine. Nor is it 
pleasant to have such a bundle open suddenly and let loose a porcu¬ 
pine on the bottom of your carriage where he can flap his well-armed 
tail about your feet and ankles ; for the oaturul result of that is that 
in a rage you suddenly grasp him and throw him on the back of one 
of your thin-skinned and sensitive horses, and then what? Or, sup¬ 
pose the porcupine safely delivered to tbe gardens, how, some few 
days perhaps, after this, are you to explain what you iiaveso emphat¬ 
ically said upon suddenly rising -from a seat thoughtlessly taken 
upon that quill-ornamented blanket? What joys ^ire denied us some¬ 
times ! I can only grumble to myself, “ It might have been.”— Ger¬ 
mantown Telegraph. 


REPTILE HUNTING IN ARKANSAS. 


The nooBt relentless industry of the Springs is tbe capture of tar- 
aniulus and centipedes to sell to visitors. The tarantula is a barri- 
ble hairy spider, immense in size and very poisonous. The centi¬ 
pede is a long worm with innumerable horned feet. The bite of a 
full-grown terantula is dangerous, while that of the centipede is 
painful. Neither will attack a man. but on the contrary will get 
out of tiie road as rapidly as possible; but'each has a disgusting 
habit of getting into bouses and lurking in places where they are 
liable to be trodden on or clasped unawares in the fingers, in which 
event they are beard from. In the Hot Springs vernacular they are 
"trantters” and •* Santa Fees." The reptile hunter, carrying with 
him several glass jarB. explores the mountain sides, turning over 
such stones as look promising, and when he finds a “trantler” or 
“ Santa Fee,” he drives it into the mouth of the jar and closes it up. 
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Thb reptiles are killed, preserved in alcohol and sold to visitors. The 
price fluctuates, as a matter of course. The holder will Hsk an out¬ 
rageous price and take as much as ha can Ret. I have seen an aver¬ 
age specimen of the centipede sold for six dollars. When I first 
went; to the Springs tarantulas were high, a fair specimen beiDg 
worth three dollars, hut afterward I saw them go a-begging at the 
shameful figure of fifty cents each. At the latter rates even the 
poorest of men could afford to have a tarantula, but it’s rough on 
the dealer. The number of specimens offered for sale gives an im 
pression that the couutry swarms with these verminous reptiles. But 
the fact is they are far from abundant, and the industrious hunters 
keep the country well gleaned. 1 think I traveled about 1,000 miles 
In the vain endeavor to get a centipede or tarantula from first bands. 
I did see a little centipede one day about two inches in length, but it 
got away. While sitting on the piazza of the Central one evening, I 
saw something black ana apparently about the size of a two-weeks- 
old chicken, run across the road and under the dresses of a couple of 
Ladies who were walking alone. There was a succession of shrieks, 
but the two ladies were game, and picking up stones they soon 
spoiled as flue a specimen of tarantula as I ever saw. It was very 
large and very hideous in its appearance. Likewise Mr. Joseph T. 
Long, who had a room at Major Gaines,’ on the hill, had a tarantula 
adventure. He was awakened one night from a sweet dream of 
peace by female shrieks and cries of help, from an adjoining room. 
Mr. Long flew to the rescue, and in the moonlight saw the ghastly 
form of an immense tarantula, crawling up the wall. He stabbed 
at it with a poker, chased it in a corner and finally slew it, earning 
the everlasting gratitude of the lady.— Ind. Herald.

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SPORTING NOTES FROM WISCONSIN. 

To the Editor of the Field:— According to reports, the sport in 
Northern Wisconsin is excellent. I send au item, from a letter writ¬ 
ten to me by a friend in Portage County, Wisconsin: 

I was out on the tramp a short time ago with a companion. We 
killed quite a number of ducks, partridges and pigeons. We saw 
three deer and frightened them so that I do not thihk they have 
stopped runningyet. There were a great mauy signs of “ Muckwah ” 
(Indian name for bear) but we did not get sight of Bruin himself. 
The Indians killed five n short time ago, and a man near here shot 
sixain a week, and, to quote the words or an old hunter, “It wasn't a 
very good week for bears either." 

I had quite an adventure in a canoe the other day. I and a com¬ 
rade were in camp on the little Eau Plnine, and decided to go down 
the creek about thirty miles on a hunting excursion. We were hav¬ 
ing a fine time shooting from our “ dug-out," when we caine to a 
bayou that was tilled with ducks, and another flock was sitting in 
the creek a slight distauce ahead. I was to fire at one flock and my 
companion at the other, and, between us we managed to swamp our 
craft in about five feet of water. Blankets, guns, cooking utensils, 
powder-flasks, and shot bags, were what we were looking for nearly 
an hour, and we found them. But our powder did not burn with its 
usual vigor, and we “vamosed the rauche." 

Puckaway Club are now quartered at Puckaway Lake, and are 
making sad havoc among the aquatic birds. Mr. B F. Goodell, one 
of the members, bagged 29 ducks on the 19th inst. in the space of a 
few hours, on a “ fly away," or, as it is often known, a "duck pass.” 
Mr. N. 8. Goss, of Neosha Falls, Kansas, is now sojourning at the 
lake, and also ML R. M. Strong, of Bara boo, Wls. The lutter is the 
president of the “Wisconsin State Sportsmen's Association.’’ Snipe 
are abundant on the shores of Buffalo Lake and add to the 
charm of sport in that direction. Partridges are still plenty, though 
many covies have been nearly all killed or scattered by hunters of 
the vicinity of Montello. Red Wing. 

HUNTING AND TRAPPING EXPEDITION. 

We find the following In the Potlstown Ledger : — Harry Burtell, 
of Pottstown, and Allen W. Urner, of South-Coventry, Chester coun¬ 
ty, having purchased in Philadelphia an outfit and stores for a hunt- 
ingand trapping expedition, theparty will proceed to Sullivan county, 
in a spur of the Allegheny range of mountains, and-after selecting 
the most favorable locality, will erect a log cabin, and have every¬ 
thing snug and comfortable before wiuter sets in. The main object 
of the expedition is the capture of fur-bearing animals, such as 
otter, mink, raccoon, and others; but our huntsmen will also pay 
their respects to bears, panthers, wolves and wildcats to be found in 
those parts, and as our friends have a Bpencer rifle (seven shooter) in 
their arsenal, and both being crack marksmen, withal, these gentle 
varmints will stand but few chances for life after coming within 
range of the deadly rifle. They also expect to do a good business 
shooting deer, and already have orders for vension from several of 
our citizens. The cold mountain streams abound with trout and 
other delicious fish, and these will form the principal diet during the 
fall. The region of c untry chosen as the “ nappy bunting grounds” 
is about 250 miles from Pottstown, In the northeastern portion of the 
State, a few miles from Muncy, and is a wild, romantic, almost un¬ 
broken wilderness, seldom trod by the foot of man, save when trap¬ 
pers and hunters penetrate its ravines and mountains. 

CHICAGO'S CHAMPION. 

The champion Chicago walkist, Daniel O'Leary, is arranging for 
an exhibition of his pedestrian powers at St. Louis. This week is 
the time fixed upon, and he will make—or attempt to make, and, 
judging from bis past feats, he will succeed—200 miles in forty hours. 
This will beat Weston's best time. After he has done this, O’Leary 
proposes to walk from Portland, Me., to St. Louis, in twenty-six 
days. This will give him a course of 287 miles longer than that 
walked by WestoD,—Portland to Chicago,—and which that pedes¬ 
trian was twenty-six days in accomplishing. When O’Leary does 
these things, be will be entitled to the championship of the country. 


Ducks and snipe have made their appearance in the vicinity of 
'Rockford, Ill. Mr. Mayberry, of that city, was out within five miles 
of town last Monday, and reports a bag of seventeen pinnated grouse 
and two mallards. Grouse have been unusually plenty in Winneba¬ 
go county this season, and the prospect for the fall season Is excellent.

THE THEATRES. 


CHICAGO. 

The time has come when the members of the dramatic and musical 
professions permanently resident in Chicago should consider the ex¬ 
pediency of forming a Theatrical Fund, which Bhould have for its 
object the alleviation of the troubles to which old, destitute and in¬ 
valid actors and musicians are subject. There are at the present 
time in Chicago several members of both professions who have in 
the past done good honest work in our midBt, but who to-day, from 
no fault of their own, are in needy if not destitute circumstances. 
As a rule, they are too proud to make their wants known, and even 
did they do so, individual members of the profession could not afford 
to grant them any permanent relief. Benefits are sometimes pro¬ 
posed, and, to the credit of the profession, generally given; but bene¬ 
fits cost money, and at the beat are precarious things. iThehelp 
needed, as a rule, is permanent help, and this can only be given by 
the establishment of a permanent fund. The Field suggests the 
matter to the earnest consideration of the profession, and will be 
pleased to hear from them on the subject, and to aid in the work. 
There will be, of course, many minor details to be considered, but 
in the mean time we suggest, as a basis, that every member of both 
professions resident in the city should Bet to work and canvass the 
question, and we have little doubt but that their managers will 
come to the front. At any rate let the question be settled that 
Chicago shall have a Dramatic Fund. 

The Thomas Orchestra commenced its eighth season in this ci:y, 
at McCormick’s Hall, on Monday evening, with a large and brilliant 
audience in attendance, and one which extended to Mr. Thomas a 
greeting so full of cordiality and enthusiasm as to show that he has 
lost none of his popularity here.

Some familiar faces 
have dropped out, notably Mr. Listemann at the lead of the first 
violins, but the changes have not impaired its efficiency in the 
least If anything, the force is stronger and more effective than 
ever, and, as will be noticed by the programmes of the week, it is put 
down for more important music than usual. Many of the little 
syllabubs have been dropped out. Strauss has been given a ticket 
of leave, and the most of the work is Berious. The music is, there- 
lure, a good test of the capabilities of the player*- The press has so 
often spoken with commendation of Mr. Thomas’s patient and per¬ 
sistent labor in upbuilding the taste which is now his guarantee of 
success that we unavoidably fall into repetition in anything like en¬ 
thusiastic praise. A retrospective glance at the programmes amazes 
us with the view of the limitless field from which Mr. Thomas has 
gathered his musical fruit and dowers. He has literally ravaged 
the earth for good music, aud reached out into every.epoch of time 
for the best work. 

Minstrelsy has been peculiarly successful in Chicago, but only 
when cleansed entirely from the grossness aud suggestiveness which 
it has acquired in the east. The managers of the old Dearborn 
minstrels, and Myers’ sable band, found this out, and acted in accor> 
dance. Nothing which could offend, or suggest offence, was tolera- 
ated by them, and their audiences came to be as refined and as 
marked for social culture as any which have ever attended oratorio 
or operatic entertainments. Traveling minstrel shows could not, 
and do not understand why their coarse jokes and kick-up behind 
^contortions have never been greeted with favor in Chicago. The 
same rough gibes and dirty doings, which have called out yells of 
delight from New York and other audiences have been received in 
silence, or with hisses, here. 

It is not that there is any especial spirit of prudery fregnant among 
our amusement patrons. But Chicago has found out by 'ntuition 
that which all the rest of the world seems capable of learning only 
by centuries of experience. It is that there is neither wit nor senti¬ 
ment in abstract nastiness. There is no fun in dirt. A “ rich" 
joke is on rare occasions, permissible as a joke', 'but It must have in¬ 
herent wit or humor of its own. It must not set itself up as funny 
because it is nasty. Generally speaking, the joke which contains the 


least grain of impropriety, should have more than the usual amount 
of point and originality, to cover the pill of Indelicacy. A better 
way is to abjure all trenohings upon lndeoency. There are enough 
clean things to joke about in the world. 

As for the vulgar plays which undertake to glaze adultery and 
manufacture sympathy for the foolishly inclined of earth, they 
meet with neither pence nor praise from Chicago. Our people do 
not like them, and will not patronize them. They may be idolized 
elsewhere, but they are despised here. Chicago has proved, a thou¬ 
sand times over, that Btage indelicacy can never he endured in 
this city.

Thad Stevens and Brittan’s horse -of this city, Don Victor 
of Salt Lake, and Katie Pease from New York will be named. Fel- 
lowcraft, who has just beaten Lexingtou's time of 7:19% by a quar¬ 
ter of a second, will probably put in an appearance. In fact, it 
seems to be conceded that there will be three entries from the East. 
If the above-named horses should run together in condition many 
predict that the fast time of Fellowcraft will be wiped out in some 
one heat of the contest.” 

The second meeting of the Kentucky Trotting Association is now 
in full operation, with an attendance and racing most flattering to 
the enterprising managers. Tbe Lexington Weekly Press says: 
" There are over a hundred entries in the several races, and every¬ 
thing tends to secure a week’s trotting of unrivaled brilliancy. The 
races commence on Tuesday next, to continue five days. There are 
to be three raceB every day except Saturday, when there will be 
four. Not only are the best horses of this section to take part in the 
contests, but many from abroad.

BROW IS BE AT a MORRIS. 

The great single scull race between George Brown, of Halifax, 
and E. Morris, of Pittsburgh, was rowed on the Keunebeccasis at 
3 P. M.last Saturday, in the presence of 2,000 spectators. The course 
was the same as that over which Renforth and his Tyne crew pulled 
a few years ago, and was flvo miles in length. Brown was the favor¬ 
ite from the start, the backers betting $10 to $3 with few takers. 

At 7 Mr. Thomas Walker, the referee and starter, was about to call 
the race, when it was discovered that the stake boats were not in 
position. This was the cause of two hours’ delay. In the mean¬ 
time a fresh breeze sprang up, rendering the river rough and unfit. 
This caused a further postponement till 3 o’clock, when the race was 
called. The toss was won by Morris, w ho selected the inside. The 
men were in capital condition. Brown was quite nervous, fearing a 
delay of another day, but the moment the race was called he recov¬ 
ered, and prepared himself for the contest. Morris was self-pos¬ 
sessed, ana waited orders from his quarters. At 3 the word was 

g iven; the meu dropped their oars at the same time, and the shells 
ounded over the oourse, Browu making 38 strokes and Morris 41 
per minute. Morris had a slight lead till the turning stake-boar, 
was reached, where Brown in making the turn shot ahead a full 
length. This advantage he preserved till approaching the goal, 
when he made a spurt and won by two lengths. Time, 37 miuiites. 

The race throughout was very hotly contested, and is considered 
the best ever witnessed in these waters. 

At the conclusion of the race, Brown was escorted to his quarters. 
He appeared on the veranda, and bowing to the people, proposed 
three cheers for Morris, which were lustily given. 

The race was for $2,000 a side.

The starting-gun was 
fired from the Judge’B yacht, the Foam, at 11:06, the Coming crossing 
the line at 11-00-15 and Vindex at 11 07-39, the wind being li/ht,— 
S. W. by S.,—and the Coming carrying baloon jib, jib-top-sail, and 
large maiu-top-Bail. while Vindex only seta large jib-top-sail and 
working maiu-top-sail. » 

At the time of the start the harbor was (Jotted with yachts wait¬ 
ing to see it. Among them the Dracena of the Royal Western 
Yacht Clnb of Irelaufi; Foam, Halcyon. Tniogen, Romance, Belle, 
Princess, Brenda, Fearless, Julia ami Gracie of the Eastern Y. C; 
Waif, of the Beverly Y. C; and Dolly Varden of the N. Y. Y. C; 
most of them following the racers over the course, the Rebecca, Flirt, 
Dream and Latona, of the E. Y. C., meeting the fleet outside.

ROWING AT CINCINNATI. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 2o, 1874. 

To the Editor of The Field The regatta on the river took 
place yesterday, and was witnessed by a large number of people. The 
steamer "Frank Willard” was chartered by the Cincinnati Boat 
Club to start the boats and to convey reporters and spectators along 
the course to witness the races. 

The first race was the Juvenile Race for youths under ten years of 
age. The course was from the Newport bridge to the Covington 
bridge, a distance of about 1,000 yards. All the contestants rowed 


in “ shells.” There were three entries—John Donavair, Fred Oberly 
and Frank McCaul. At the firing of the guu, all came promptly into 
position, Donavair on the Ohio side, Oberly in the center and Pinkey 
on the Ken ucky. At the word “Go" Donavair and Oberly got off 
evenly, but the seat of Piukey’s boat jumping from the slides it was 
some seconds before he could get started. He spurted handsomely 
when righted, and it looked as if he would win the racp. Oherly on 
starting took the lead, and though he was closely followed bv Dotta- 
vair kept bis position until the end, coming in two lensths ahead in 
8:30, followed by Donavair in 8:42. Oberly was only » years of age, 
his opponent being at least one year older. 

The second race was the Senior Scull Race. There were three 
uotries—Eugene Sweeney aDd Chas. Franklin, of the Cincinnati 
Club, and Chris. Kolfe, or the Pittsburgh crew. As the four-oared 
race was to be rowed the same day. and as Kolfe needed his strength, 
he withdrew from this race, leaving Sweeney and Franklin the only 
competitors. At 2:25 the gun was fired and they took their positions, 
Sweeney having the Ohio side. Sweeney rowed a Water’s & Son’s 
paper shell, weight 27 lbs.. 31 it. in length and 12 inches beam, 
named “ Koss Hauser.” Franklin rowed a cedar shell, 30 feet 0 
inches in length and 11 inches beam, weight 24 lbs. they started at 
3:04, Franklin taking the lead. Sweeney rowed close to shore, that 
he might gain space at the bend of the river. But his plans failed, 
as he was nearly run down by a steamboat. Franklin kept the 
lead the whole time, and came in winner by about 2M lengths. 
Time 12:80; length of course, \\i miles. 

The third race was a Single Scull Junior Race. Two entries— 
John Twaddle and J. Reiley. They got off evenly at 3:55. Reiley 
taking the lead, which he kept till the end, winning by four lengths 
in 14:18. Course 1 % miles. 

The next on the programme was the "great event of the day—the 
four-oared race between the “ Naid Club” of Toledo, the “ Duquesne 
Club” of Pittsburgh and the Cincinnati Crew. The Naids rowed 
the shell, “F. H. Hurd.” The crew consisted of M. H. Parmelee, 
stroke; weight 104 lbs. A. H Brown,3; weight 155 lbs. Geo. H. New¬ 
comb, 2; weight 155. S. M. Read, bow; weight 140 lbs* Uniform 
consisted of purple shirt, red, white and blue trunks and white pants. 
The average size of the crew was 5 feet 9 inches. These men were 
out of practice and were not used to the river, never having rowed 
on it unti I about to get in position; The Cincinnati boys rowed a 
paper shell. N. Kenan, stroke; Oscar M^dory, 3; John Kirk. 2; K. 
Hauser, bow. The Pittsburghs rowed the -Chas. Fisher.” The 
crew were, C. Kolfe, stroke; G. Scharff, 3; G. Schab, 3; J. Straub, 
bow. The start was made at 4:36, Pittsburgh having Ohio side and 
Cincinnati the center. At the start Cincinnati took the lead. 
Toledo second, Pittsburgh third. Cincinnati pulled 40 strokes to Lhe 
minute, Pittsburgh 36 and Toledo 34. Pittsburgh now began to 
creep up and soon took the lead, Toledo following behind, Cincinnut i 
following close on the PittsburghR. At Newport bridge Pittsburgh 
went unaer first, Cincinnati and Toledo about abreast. At the Cov¬ 
ington bridge Pittsburgh was still ahead aud Toledo far in the rear. 
The same position were maintained at the stake boat. Pittsburgh 
tirqe, 15:0i; Cincinnati, 15:08; Toledo, 15:30. The course was3 miles 
straight awav down the stream. This elosed the regatta. The 
judges were Wm. Morehouse and Mark Atkins, of Cincinnati; A. 
Hunter, of Toledo; Ansel Switzel, of Pittsburgh. John Nuraan, of 
Cincinnati, referee. In the evening the prizes were awarded at the 
exposition.

SWIMMING. 

A recent issue of the New York World has the following account of 
a swimming performance, In which Johnson, the English champion, 
who is to be in Chicago next week, took part: 

There were two swimming matches and an exhibition by Johnson, the English cham¬ 
pion swimmer. yesterday afternoon, at Braun's Swimming Academy. The hunks of 
the river and tile rickety floats and sheds near by were crowded wlrh spectators acd 
there was an occasional splash In the water now and then to enliven proceed.nas. 

.The next was the peat event of the dnv. Jnhnaon waste swim a distance of a mile 

and a quarter, a zig-zag course across the river from the end ot Blackwell s JsUiml. He 
was taken out In a boat to the starting post, and swam the distance In six minutes and 
two seconds. Hts peculiar style told well. The right arm Is kept In the water, and is 
worked at full length, and propels him along. His left hand and arm come curved 
above the water In an over-handed stroke. He repeatedly rises In the water, and 
with a sudden Jerk darts forward, sometimes many feet, making frequent spurts of 
this kind. He arrived at tbe Judges’ stand not the least exhausted, and tor some 
time sported In the waves. 

Iu the second match nt the tiap. at Omaha, oil Sept. 24, between 
the Council Bluffs and Omaha Sportsmen’s Clubs, Council Bluffs 
won, scoring 122 birds to Omaha’s 112.

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THE ISTERNATIONAL COSTEST. 

THE RECENT GREAT RIFLE MATCH AT CREEDMOOR. 

New York, Sept. 28, 1874. 

To the Editor of The Field:— The International Rifle-Match 
took place ou Saturday, at Creedmoor Range. The morning ferry¬ 
boats from James' SUp and East Thirty-fourth street were crowded 
with passengers to Hunter’s Poiut, aDd the trains to Creedmoor were 
so loaded with passengers that many persons were unable to obtain 
seats. The weather was remarkably pleasant, and was the subject of 
gederal congratulation,for “ Old Probabilities ’’ had predicted “ south¬ 
easterly winds, falling barometer and rainy weather.” The weather- 
god was in his best mood, however, and showed a decided disposition 
to help cftir friends from the Emerald Isle. The Range presented a 
picturesque appearance. White tents dotted its surface, and the flags 
of various nations were suspended over the entrance to the park, the 
American and Irish colors being conspicuous. The reserved space, 
extending for about 20 feet behind the marksmen, wus surrounded by 
v a rope, and crowding.against this were dense lines of spectators, the 
Irish elemeut promiuent. In the inclosure were the American and 
Irish teams and their reserves, scorers, the members of tHe press, and 
a few invited guestB. There-was little delay in arranging the prelim¬ 
inary matters, and Maj. Leech, Captain of the Irish team, and Col. 
Wiugate, Captain of the Americans, were chosen referees, and Geu. 
Shaler, umpire. 

At a quarter past 11 tiriDg began at 800 yards range, each marks¬ 
man having flfteein shots. The shooting was witnessed with the most 
lively interest, frequent bull's-eyes excitingloud murmurs of applause 
among the spectators, who at flrst also hailed them by rounds of 
lmud-clapping. At the earnest request of the Captains of both teams 
these demonstrations were subdued, as having a tendency to disturb 
the marksmen. ' The result of the competition, which lasted an hour 
and a quarter, was in doubt almost up to the close, when it was found 
that the Americans were the winners by nine points—326 to 317. 

The result of the first contest gave great encouragement to the 
friends of the American riflemen, and many confidently predicted 
their success in all the trials. 

Tlie shooting was followed by an intermission for luncheon iu one 
of the tents, when congratulations were exchanged, and in a compli¬ 
mentary speech, Maj. Leech presented to the Rifle Association, 1 in 
behalf of the Irish team, a handsome silver vase, os a trophy to be 
subject to aunuai competition, and as a memorial of the international 
match. A handsome silver badge was at the same time presented to 
Col. Wiugate, Captain of the American team, by Capt. Leech. 

Coon alter 2 o'clock firiug was resumed at the 900-yard range, and 
the result was in favor of the Irish team by two points. Both teams 
immediately moved to the 1,000 yard raDge, and the result of the fir¬ 
ing here was favorable to the Irish by four marks, but these later tri¬ 
umphs were not sufficient to enable the visitors to overcome their 
defeat at the short range, and the Americans won the match, as tne 
following scores show:

SPOUTING NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 

Washington, Sept. 20, 1874. 

To the Editor of the Field:—T o-night, one week ago, the 
committee appointed to make all necessary arrangements for the 
annual pigeon shoot of the Sportsmen’s Club of this city. At the 
appointed hour, two members of the committee were present with 
four other members of the club. Upon asking what had been done, 
we were informed that neither of the members present bad ever 
heard of any meeting to prepare a plan of action. Those present 
waited until after nine o’clock, hoping a sufficient number might be 
present to hold a meeting, but, no more coming, we retired in dis¬ 
gust. 

In conversing with the boys on the way home, one and all thought 
the best thing to be done was to disband the club, aud have a public 
sale of the effects to pay off the indebtedness. As I remarked, 
spurt No. 1 ended with the Bogardus shoot, and the delegate to 
Niagara. 

It is amusing to hear the sportsmen of this city, members of the 
dying clubs talk abont the kind of laws which should be framed for 
putting a stop to the destruction of game, birds, and fish. When 
any active work to have such laws established is to be done, these 
talkurs are the last ones to leud a helping hand, but are ever ready 
to condemn the inactivity of the club of which they are members. 
Our Bportsmen here are content to let others take care of the birds, 


but want a full share of the sport Pot-hunters are again happy, 
and do not hesitate to drive the work which the club has attempted. 

Thursday aud Friday of this week are the dates of the races be¬ 
tween the Analostans and Pototnacs, and as the time draws near the 
excitement among the friends of the rival organizations and the 
members themselves increases. The Analostans, under a skillful 
training of John Blue, are reported to be in splendid form and con¬ 
fident of success. Englehardt, the trainer of the Potomacs, thinks 
his crew will make some people open their eyes on race day. The 
first day's programme will be the four-ored shell race, and on this is 
centered most of the interest. The Anaiostan four,—Prescott, 
Nesbitt, Stowers and Brown,—who will pull in the order named, 
will use the shell they pulled in the race with the Nassaus last year, 
and will wear white shirts and trowsers, with white turbans. The 
Potomac four,—Coughlin, McBIair, Randall, and Truax,—will use 
their new shell, Potomac, built for them by Elliott, and will wear 
blue knee-breeches, with scarlet shirts and turbans. This race will 
be over the new course from opposite the Potomac boat-bouse, one 
mile and a half down the river and return.

The Analostans will leave for New York alwut ten days prior to 
their race with the Nassaus, on the 15th, and will take quarters with 
Elliott at Green Point until two or three days before the race, wheu 
they will remove to some point nearer the Harlem course.
